SUMMER CARE OF CREEPING 
BENT GRASS LAWNS 

Now is the time that bent 
grass should be treated to pre¬ 
vent the cut-worms and grubs 
from eating patches out of the 
lawn. These pests work only at 
this season. 

Arsenate of lead is sure death 
to these pests. It can be pur¬ 
chased in powdered form and 
should be dusted on the grass at 
the rate of 3 to 5 pounds to the 
1,000 square feet of lawn and 
then washed in. 

“Snarol" is very effective also. 
Sprinkle it over the lawn lightly 
and evenly. Do not throw it down 
in bunches as it will burn the 
grass if you do. 

An application of sulphate of 
ammonia or Ford fertilizer will 
discourage the worms too, and at 
the same time will give your 
lawn some splendid food. It 
should be applied mixed with 
sand or dirt when the lawn is 


dry and washed in immediately. 
Another method of applying that 
is absolutely safe, is to di3olve 
the fertilizer in water and 
sprinkle on the grass with a 
watering-can. Use about one-half 
teacupful to one gallon of water. 
One to two pounds of sulphate 
of ammonia to 1000 feet of lawn 
is the rule. In using this fertilizer 
be careful not to let it blow into 
your eyes as it will smart. 

The cut-worms and grubs 
chew the grass off to the surface 
of the ground, then the hot sun 
will kill the roots that are ex¬ 
posed. In consequence your lawn 
will show ugly brown spots. If 
not severe, the grass will creep 
about and cover these spots in 
the fall after the worms have 
left. Sometimes they will chew 
off great patches that will not 
recover. So take care of your 
lawn before this happens and you 
will have a velvety lawn that you 
will be mighty proud of, for 
there is nothing more beautiful
